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Hughes  hall  fire 


Sunday,  April  4  at  about  4:10 
in  the  afternoon,  a  fire  broke 
out  in  Hughes  Hall  demolish- 
ing two  rooms  and  causing 
minor  damage  to  other  rooms. 
The  cause  of  the  fire  that 
destroyed  a  portion  of  the  third 
floor  was  attributed  to  electri- 
cal causes.  The  students 
evacuated  quickly  after  the  fire 
alarm.  Steel  door  frames  were 
buckled,  paint  peeled  from  the 
walls,  and  the  fire  resistant 
doors  and  carpet  were  charred 
by  the  blaze.  Thirty -five  stu- 
dents were  displaced  by  the 
fire.  The  fraternities  and 
other  Hughes'  residents 
absorbed  the  displaced  stu- 
dents. No  one  was  seriously 
hurt  in  the  fire.

When  the  fire  struck  Hughes 
Hall  it  seemed  unlikely  the 
students  whose  belongings  were 
destroyed  would  ever  be  com- 
pensated. Someone  came  up 
with  the  idea  to  get  students, 
faculty,  and  administrators  to 
participate  in  a  contest  where 
they  would  have  sponsors  who 
would  donate  so  much  per  pan- 
cake. Nearly  100  students  and 
three  administrators  were 
present.  Stacks  of  flapjacks 
greeted  every  contestant. 
Judges  around  the  tables  tal- 
lied the  number  of  pancakes 
eaten.  Ron  "Moose"  Weinell 
with  five  minutes  left  ate  pan- 
cakes number  26,  27,  and  fin- 
ally finishing  number  28,  he 
won  the  contest,  A  team 
called  the  munchies  took  a  first 
also  for  the  largest  number  of 
pancakes  consumed  by  a 
group.  They  had  a  total  of  65 
pancakes  in  45  minutes.  A 
total  of  $1,  213  was  raised  for 
students  in  the  fire.
